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REPORT ON TEST 
OF 199 COWS IN 
YEAR DISCLOSES 
OWNERS' PROFIT 


T hat there is a profit in dairying 
with high-producing stock is indi­ 
cated in the annual report of the 
Adams County Cow Testing associa­ 
tion released today from the county 
farm agent's office. The report was 
compiled by I. O. Sidelman from the 
monthly reports of John F Yocum, 
association tester, and was prepared 
for circulation by the county agent's 
office. 
The report shows that on the 
average each of the 199 animals 
under test during the year ending 
June 30, 1938, brought returns of 
$215 to its owner for each dollar 
spent for feed. 
While the cost of 
feed for each anim al averaged $80,32, 
the average value of the milk and 
butterfat 
produced 
by each cow 
above the cost of the feed was $92.03. 
The statistics on the association 
also reveal th a t owners of seven 
member herds have been awarded 
ribbons by the Pennsylvania Dairy­ 
men’s association and certificates 
from the National Dairymen’s asso­ 
ciation for the high records turned 
in by their animals.

Harrisburg. July 27 (AP)—M a­

Gettysburg, of the State Senate 
said today the Legislature might 
develop into "a one house propo­ 
sition’’ once machinery is set up 
for the investigation of charges 
which led to the grand jury in­ 
quiry. 
After a house committee decides 
how long its investigation will re­ 
quire, the Senate could quit—pro­ 
vided its other business were con­ 
cluded, Rice observed 
The committee is to be appoint­ 
ed under one of the five bills the 
adm inistration sponsored in an 
effort to take over the grand jury 
inquiry. 
The senate will meet every day 
this week, Secretary John C. Mor- 
lock said. 
The plan is to send 
the five adm inistration bills from 
the House to the Senate on Thurs­ 
day. 
A Senate session beginning 
at 
one m inute after 
midnight 
Saturday morning is contemplated 
to obtain final passage of the bills. 
Bills m ust pass three readings 
on 
three 
separate 
days. 
The 
m easures could get first reading in 


the Senate Thursday, second on 
Friday, and third and final read­ 
ing at the early Saturday meet­ 
ing. 
Such speed would be possible 
only if the sailing is smooth for 
the adm inistration in the upper 
House. 
Some opposition already 
has developed. 
The Democratic majority in the 
Senate, 34 to 16, is the required 
two-thirds—and no more 
Twenty-five of the 50 Senators, 
including IR Democrats, are in 
office until 1940 and, as one Re­ 
publican legislator observed, none 
of this group needs fear adm inis­ 
tration opposition in the fall if he 
fails to back the program.

WALLACE LAYS 
DEBT BOOST TO 
6.O.P. POLICIES 


Des Moines, July 27 (AP)—Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace 
today blamed Republican policies of 
the 20s for the "unusual increase in 
federal debt In the last nine years.” 
Carrying the debt issue into his 
native state in a speech prepared 
for delivery today before the Iowa 
Democratic convention, the cabinet 
official said:
